without risking the commission of a crime, The practitioners 
before the Court of Session ae not aware of one handredth part of 
the actions depending before it. They hardly have the meane of 
keowing mere then the suraames of the parties; aod although 
they bad, they could not keep the facte in their memories. The 
general public, again, mus be ignorant both as to the nature and 
existence of simest the whole eases that happen te be in depen- 
dence at any particular period, They would thus be beset with 
snares of whieh ii would be simest impossible they sould know 
eey thing anti! acteally esaght ia them, The danger, indeod, 
would be so great, that ali diseussion would necessarily sense. 
Vow grievances attain any considerable height withoat leading to 
some proceeding at law. It would hardly be possible to arraign « 
public ebaracter who should ao} be able to say that his pase was ia 
one shape or other wader jadicial consideration, If dieeassion befere 
the public, or lnquiry ia Parliament, could ibus be quashed, would 
any delinquent be foolish enough ta leave e decor open for the one 
or the other!

A lew treatise is seldom published thet does not 
eontein reports of various notions depending beth inthe Coart 
of Session and Hoese of Lords; and avthing is more common 
then to see aceounts of interlocutory preneedings inserted in va. 
rious minor aed temporary pablientions, Oar newspapers are 
Billed with reports of police examinations, and of initiatory pro. 
ceedings in ii sorts of cases, civil and criminel. There is not 
8 marder committed, nor a person apprehended, even on sus- 
picion, but the press tooms with accounts and reports of alleged 
facts and circumstances, And we have almost daily instances of 
the mighty services done to (he cause of truth and justice by these 
publications. There ie thas usage, inveterate asage, in sapport 
ef such publications; aud with of, usage makes law. The con- 
clusions ef allour civil actions are closed with a reference — ae 
binding on the Court—to the laws and daily practice of Scotlund, 
used and observed in the bhe cases. Wat what is (hes savetioned by 
Gsage, is alse suppa@ried by vight and justice, The doors of our 
courts are open, aod man be epeate all, ‘The theory of the law 
be, thatevery thing said or done io « court of law (ts koown to, 
and has been seen or hoard by ott the Nieges; and the nearer the 
fast can, by publication or otherwise, be browght to the theory, 
the more perfeetiy will the objects of the law and the ends of ja-

We do net 
say that no mischief gould ever scerae from the liberty of publi- 
eation how contended for, We allow, that liberty of every des- 
eription—lovomotive or ae aoe opened reiniad edits 
licenoe ; but satly of the evils’ arise froos ng 
silence —of the felt —the ignorance noutished—and the 
check given te the se of knowledge, In consequence —the 
positive advantages resaliing from the liberty sough: -would 
ereatly eounterbalence all the disadvantages: it being slways 
anderstood that parties should remain responsible fer afl false, 
slanderous, and vilificatory publications. But elthough we 
have done little more than enter upod our subject, it is necessary 
to leave It for the present—te be resemed, however, a1 no dis-

The King’s Vint, —Saturday, Aug. 3, 1822.—The 
King is now about to honoer this country with his presence, and 
if the importance of the visit were at all proportioned to its rari- 
ty, 1 would be safficiently memorable. It is rather singular, how. 
ever, considering the stirit ereates, that itis not professed to con- 
nect the journey with any pablic object whatever; aad except 
lo promoting the consumption of beef and wine, silks and mer- 
eery, to all appearence it will Jeave the country exactly as it 
found i. Still it fs an wet of politeness in his Majesty to come 
and sce os, and we have no doubt that he will experience « sui- 
table reception. As a King and a stranger, he is eniiiled to 
politeness and hospitality. But geod sense and geod breeding 
ahew themscives in neither overdoing nor anderdoing the atieo- 
tions due to « distinguished guest. We bave seen enough of our 
countrymen, indeed, to rely with perfect confidence oa their pre- 
deoce and jadgment; and we are sore thal the result of their 
eonduct on thie cecasion will cive os additional reasen to be proud 
ef our national character. The Gret Magistrate of a {ree state 
ooght to be received with every proper demonstration of respeet ; 
bet we would have none of that adolation with which the sieves 
of arbitrary power always seck to conciliate the faveur of their 
tyreets. The conduct of the Irish, when the King was at Deblia, 
ought to be a lessen to os, The deliriem inte which they were 
throwe on that eecasion, aad their sbeurd and exiravez ant condect, 
did more te prejudice the Trish cheracter ia the estimation of olf 
mee of sense, than any thing that ever oocerred in the bistery of 
tha country. Our countrymen, we are sere, wil! be beth sincere 
and respectful im their demonstrations of rege:d ie bis Majesty ; 
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bat we hope they will not forget (bat they are freemen, aed that a 
coustitatienal King can have no estecm for those who try te re- 
commend themselves to his notice by an wlira display of weal, or 
by fawning and servility. Bvery man’s own feelings and jude- 
meni should be his coansellors, We are sure that the sagaciiy 
of our countrymen will appreciate what ie dee to the official sta- 
ties @f what to private chersoter—what to public 
eoeduct ;—and that they will so conduct themerives as not to 
give his Majesty reeeon to misunderstand their seatiments. 


 Affuire of the Greeks.—1o spite of the iN-disgeised hostility 
of the Holy Alliance, the affairs of the Greeks continue to pros- 
per. According to an artidie in a Dutoh paper, they have taken 
Larissa, a city containing 90,000 tuhabitents, chiefly Tarks. If 
the necoant be correct, the conquest ie certainly valuable, as it 
will probably give the Greaks entire possession of the rich plain 
of Thessaly ; and by cvabling “them to shat the defile of Tempé, 
will greatly impede the advance of the Turks to Seuthera Greece, 
A letter from Smyroe of 17th Jone annewaces another conquest, 
leas perhaps, bat even more gratify ing—the serreader 
of the of Atheor. We mention the date, because ii is 
stated oo the same agthority that Patras wae etili in the bands of 
the Tacks. Now, om recurring to the account we lately gave of 
the eaptere of the town, we find it stated to have taken place on 
the Lith Jane, and the intelligence came by the way of Corfe. 
The two socovnts are therefore perfectly consistent; fer const- 
dering the state of commercial iatercearse in Terkey, the surren- 
Ger of Patras on the Lith coald searcely be khaown ot Smyroe on 
the i7ih. While the Greeks have made these conquests on land, 
they seem to bare been equally successful by ee. Two separate 
accounts infrem as, thal on the 16th June, by means of fireshins, 
they burned and destroyed the createst part of the Tarkish feet 
at Cheame; and some letters add, thet the Captalo Pasha, the 
berbarian whe desulated Scio, had lest bia life on thie ereasion. 
While these brave and spirited efforts are every day bringing the 
Grecks nearer te independence, they cannot fail to raise their 
character in the estimation of Barepe. By what ties are the 
Beets and armies held together ehich achieve these ? 
By ne other then that love of country which never ceases to ani- 
mate the Greek into whatever corner of the earth oppression may 
drive biw. The Greck armies have not the pay whieh atiaches 
vegutar soldiers to the service. Want of money has forced ihe 
Goverament to remenerate their troops by grants of land, as was 
done by the Americans during their revolationary war. Av act 
of the Legislative Sensie, dated 7th May, allows an acre of tand 
per month te every Greek whe serves within the Pelepennesus, 
and as acre and a haellte hia whe sertes beyond that district. 
The confiscated estates of the Salten aad the Turkish proprietors 
supply ample fends fer these purposes. 

We think It dgnin nesessary to state, that very gross er- 
tors bave gone forth as to the oumbers of the Greeks. A res- 
pectable cotempeorary estimates the whole pepulation of Burape- 
an Turkey at eleven millions, and the Greeks at seven'milliens. 
Bat European Turkey, whew monsured in square miles, is simost 
exactly of the same extest as Spaia; aod po person whe hes 
any ecearate koowledge of ite condition will allow it so consider- 
ables es that Kingdom. Moldavia and Wallachia, 
whieh form ene-Bfth of the whole, are estimated by Mr. Thornton 
te contain Ge more than one millien of souls; and that istelll- 
Feat writer states, that in the most fertile part of Remelis, at wo 
great distance from the capital, be bas travelled over seventy 
miles witheut seeing & single iehabitent, (p. @7.) Eeropess 
Tuskey, ia fact, cannot contaie more than seven or eight millions 
ef inhabitants, Of these the Turks, according te the best ac 
toasts, do bot amount to more then one-fifth or ewe-sixth, instead 
of five mifliens, as Lord Londonderry, @ith more than Terkish 
igserapee, sited. The Grerks, in all probability, de net excocd 
‘vo millions. The remaining foor millions are net Greeks in 
sey ether cease, thee thet four-fi'ibs of them belong te the 
Greek Chereb. They consist of Wallechises and Albanioas, 
who bave cock « language of their own, and of Bulgeriees, Ber- 
viens, Gud Bosnians, whe speak « dfalect of the Belevenic. 
bees eadens bate # comanou religion Gad commen wreegs 
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with the Greeks, they are seperated from thea by 
distioctions of manners, language, aod prejudiags. 
might probably euite ander the avspices of 

ventare to affirm, that there le acareety the 
ef the other tribes coalescing with the Greeks, Seven wiilictis 
of Greeks ere wot, therefore, matehed ageiest cue twillion 
of Turks, os the Counten disingenacasly sappesed y Gul & part 
of the Greeks—one million pertaps out of two—are struggling 
against the organised force of an empire which contains tweaty 
millions of souls, Were the Grecks 08 contemptible as they 
have sometimes been represented, they would have been over- 
powered long ore new in contending against such fearful odds. 
Bat it is only where he crowehes vader the rod of the Turk, that 
the Greck shews those viees which have degraded the slere in 
all ages andeouvirics. “ Travellers, saya Gavary, (speaking of 
the litile isle ef Cases), who have abserved the Greeks living in 
sabjection to the Ottoman despotiom, aceuse them, nel withewt 
‘reason, of deceit, perfidy, avd meanness, These vices are not 
natural to them, bet arise from the state of servitude io which 
they live, The inhabitants of Casos are Greeks; they are 
enlightened by a ray of liberty; they are industrious, honest, 
and possessed of exquisite sensibility, and virtuous manners. 


* Bend them a Cadi, a Monteveli, and a Pasha, they will beeome 


as great scoundrels, and as dissipated in their manners os tho 
worst of the race,” Sach are the Greeks when uneorrupted by 
Turkish oppression, and seach were the Sciots, in whose bebalf an 
appeal is to be made to oar fellow-eitizens on Wednesday next. 
We sincerely hope thal the claims of the sufferers, as men, as 
the descendanta of a renowned people, and still more as fellow. 
Christians persecuted for their faith, will meet with due attentl- 
on. The printed Address, which is now cireulating, contains a 
tale, which, we thiok, mast make lte way to thebeart, ti gives 
as mach pleasure to add, that a meeting of (he same kind is 
projected ia Giaagew, Ina short time, we bepe te tee many 
other meetings ef the same deseription; and though they may 
not yleld mech money, after the numerous de mands se recently 
made on the peblic bevevelenee, they will at least shew our 
sympathy with the suflerers.—Seetemen.

The heading of our article will, in the Gret lastente, appear dle- 
connectec:!, but a very slight degree of reflection will lead te the chain of 
association which has connected the three sabstactives tn Oar mind, ead 
which will as readily tek them tegetiver in the mind of the reader. The 
struggles bow tekene place in Spain and Groove may be said te represent 
the two nebiert species ef couthet In witeh hamen astare can be enga. 
ged, — the release of country from domestic slavery, and from barbareas 
and foreign demiaation, Spam isiuient upon the ene, Greece epon ibe 
other; aod what brings us at ence to ear ewbjeet, both are discoanteuan- 
ced by & base, bitter, bat too powerful geveralfaction, to whem all as- 
piration in the great body of the goverued is a source of slarm;—who, 
fooling their ascendancy (v be at Opprestive aserpation, watch, with ell 
the raucorous suspicion of corraptios and tyranny, the least movement 
ia every part ef the world, which they imagine can by the slightest 
afuity excite peopte at large to a more peiltieat consideration of what 
is dune to the mass for whom ali goverument is institated, and conse- 
quently from whom ali geverament should arise. 


Let us begin by stating the questionin respect te Spaia,—Owing 
to a state of misgoveroment under a race, not of comparative bat of 
positive ide@te, so traly imbeciic and chaotic, that It almost wecessarily

Death is always an ap- 
palling messenger, te a emailer or larger circle of sorrowing survivers, 
bet when its viectio has been exalted by his rank, virtues or learning to 
& couspicoons station, it is thea that Society feels the shock. The late 
James Jammvon, Beq. eas son of Jouxn Jammon, D. D. F. R. 8. and 
F. A. &, ef Edinburgh, formerly Minister to 2 congregation of Seeeders 
from the Charch ef Seotland at Forfar; afterwards officiating in a Meet. 
lug of the same perenasion at Edinburgh, and also at present Principal 
aad Professor of Divivity to the Autibargher Association at the College 
of Whithorn ; well koown as the author of many valasble works, beth 
in antiquities, posiry and philesephy, as weil asia divinity. The Souin- 
herited bis Father's genius, and aithe’ it took a different direction, it 
was equally improved by coaliurc. Few stedents have made greater 
progress in Evropeas learning, both ancient aad moders, than the late 
Dr. Jameson, He was critically skilled in the learved languages, aud 
possessed a familiar aequaintance with the mest polished of the moderna 
tongues. Ia gemeral literature he hed few peers and bie Eagiish com- 
positions were ef very saperior elegance, Althe’ his fugitive essays are 
keowe to have been semerons, we are net awere of any thing polished 
ander his name, except the Report ef the Medical Beard on Cholera 
Merbus, which it was called epen by Government to make, in conse- 
quence of the dreadinl ravages of that disease in 1617 and 1818. His 
high attainments io classical and polite literature were net shamed by his 
subsequent progress in Orieotal leervieg, in which be has left few su- 
periers and got many equal. Like Jones and Leyden he has fallen at an 
early age, net haviog nombered more than 35 years; sad if his fame 
de not equal theirs, his death will at least, in the present day, be 
feit as « serious loss to the literary world. This can only be justly es- 
timated by these whe were ecqusinted with his intellectual powers, end 
have se opportanity of judging by what he has left in a state of embryo, 
how mach, if the lamp of genius bed wot been te carly extinguished, he 
might have dene te enlighiea and benelit mankiod. He entered the 
Company's Service iu 1806 aud has consequently been nearly 18 years on 
this Establishment.

Iyght; nor dyd the pulleys or cordage thereof yield ange raitel of noyee, 
bete alle was sylente as the grave, save that noweand then @ heilowe 
and lew groane was borne on on the winds, ead it faneyed bimm at 
whyles he dyd here the worde “ waater’’ fayuteliye prononneed, alie 
thys he sawe by a pale end giimmeryoge lyelie that dyd issue forthe 
from the schyppe hereel(e, thereatte whenne hedyd le come wyse coarse 
from glowrioge, abd cried ‘* sayle,” sedeyne the schyppe vanished, and 
he eawe nothing save the sea and the ciarres, Beinge after protporous 
voilage enow arryved at Cales, Ldyd in societye with diverse Spa.
